1. It ie requested that Chief > SR Dirlaloo approve teraisatlon 
of Projeet ASDOQMi effective 31 Decead)ez 1961. 


The agent was (l) to cover the efforts of the Soviet &ttelUgenee 
Services to eaq>lolt for intelligence parposes In France* Soviet and 
Eastern European displaced nationals and emigres; (2) to act as a spotter 
In Soviet emigre circles for REDSKIK opportanities; (3) to lend snpport 
to certain PP activities aimed against the Soviets; and (4) It was hoped 
to nse more 4ED(XB(4/1 leads to Indnoe French liaison to be nore cooperative 
In the exchange of Information. 

3. Reaacn for Termination; C D advised on 5 September 

1961 that thej were nnable to nse the agent effectively in their area. 

The Monlch Station* from tdklch AEDOCMi/1 had ben transferred to Parle* 
advised they had no Interest in enplogrlng the agent. Headquarters improved 
the termination of the agent. 


The agent was not very productive after his transfer to Paris. 

This was caused by a number of circumstances* most of idilcb were beyond 
his control. He had difficulty securing visas for Paris and had to spend 
some time In Munich each time he had his visa renewed. He became ill and 
was Incapacitated for a number of months. To this was added the period of 
time necessary to establJ^ ~ koR devel^ his contacts in a. new 

area. In February 1961 tC ; was informed that the agent's 

production would be under the closest seratiny and that unless the inroduetion 
during the coning projeet year was sufficient to sway the balance of opinion 
unquestionably In favor of continuing the agent's employment* a reeoanendatlon 
for termination would have to be made. Lt June 1961 the ag«xt went to

onable to ase the agent effeetivelj la tbelr area and rseomneaded 
tenBlnatloa la Moaleh. Dorlag toe period of the last projeot reaaual 
the agent provided sons data on the network of Okralnlan emigres la the 
enploj of Vasilj MXASOfflO,, a Soviet lateUigenee officer operating la 
Ftance. Ctee lead to a resident of tne U.S. is oader lavestlgstioii b7 
. the FBI. The projeot was tn^irodnetlve for soets months because of tue 
agent's absence in Qermany as set oat above. 


The agent's enid.oyiBsnt vas terminated effective 31 December 
1961. He received his final scdary and signed a Quit Claim on 18 October 
1961. 


The agent was paid nis salaxr through 31 December 1961 as well 
as all funds held in escrow for him. He signed a Quit Claim on lb October 
1961 receipting for the above fOnds and relinquishing all claims against 
the U.S. for salar7 and for resettlement in tue H.S. with U.S. Goreranent 
assistance. The slot reserved for him under P.L. 110 nas been relinquished. 
The agent vas Instiueted to return to Paris fi>om Munich, where be was on

aoove, tne Mmieb Base is attempting to collect the $400 overpayment. 


Although the agent had been associated with EDBARK since about 
1946, he reportedly accepted the termination with little surprise and 
only mild bitterness. The bitterness may have been alleviat^ someidiat 
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th« cabstantial eserov pajBsBt of arm H3»000 U.S. to him 
tqi>on tonuliiation. liis Quit Clala the agent pledged to be eilent 
aboat hla cooperation vith the AIS and not to pobUah or let be 
piabllahed anything about thla cooperation. He alao pledged that he 
would not work for anjr other iaMriean intelligenee aarriee and would 
refoae to cooperate if an approach were nade to his and woOld alee 
report any ao^ e^n>^oaeb. Since hia teminationy tiie 66tb fatelllgenee 
Group baa reqoeated traoea on the agent aa a poaitite Intelligence 
recmitnent lead. The 66th vaa adriaed that there were aose nnreaolwed 
polnta In the agent'a contact with SDBiKE which nade it adrlaable that 
^he not be ntiliaed by any U.S. igeney. 

Qm auch unreaolTed point ia the agent*a relatiooahip vltb UPHILL. 

The Station queried UPHILL and waa told that iSDOGMi/l bad worked for 
UPHILL alnce circa 1949 or 1950 and that the caae haa always been 
looaely handled by thW and iEDOtStt/l waa conaidered a caanal Infomairb. 
UPHILL knows no specific derogatory information about the agent but 
has been leildly eoneemed by indieationa that he was pushing certain 
lines in hia reporting and by his close assoelatlon with a nan suspected 
, of being an RIS agent. This auspeet agent was arrested^ eppar^itly 
partly on the basis of Infomation stq>plled by AEDOQtt/L, but the nan 
%ias nerer brought to trial becanse of Inanff icient eridenee against 
hla. UPHILL advised In January 1962 that they ware conducting a full 
review of AEDOGMi/l's history with then. ABD0(2Ui/i'B reporting to 
UPHILL hae reportedly picked vp lately and, according to the Gemans, 
has a definite anti-inieriean tone. iEDGGM&/l has net a nonber of EDBtBK 
staffers during his nearly 15 years service and if it ia proven that he 
has any contact with the RIS, he preeunably could or nay have already 
revealed the Identities of hla ease officers. The files do not reveal 
the ezt«t of his knowledge of any current KDBARK operations.

It is estimated that funds approved for the last project renewal 
will be sufficient to cover all costs of liquidating the project. 

10. dfit.. of llomidation of oowimitmeutBi 

Since the agent has signed a Quit Claln relinquishing his right 
to requsst inmlgratlon to the U.S. under P.L. 110, there are no outstanding 
commltnenta. It ia setinated that, by 30 June 1962 the outstanding 
balance of $400 doc tram the agent and Infomation on any aqulpgient 
Issued to hia will have bean reeeivad. 
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
